Reasons for Disposition: 

The disposition instructions have been rewritten as media neutral to allow for maintaining the 
record copy in EP A's electronic recordkeeping system. The retention is unchanged.

• Revised the titles of disposition items a(l)-(3). 
• Revised the disposition instruction for item a(3).
